Theory of Supplemental Behavior Tendencies

[The "Theory of Supplemental Behavior Tendencies", in what it suggests with regard to human behavior, 
is conditioned upon certain variables happening to come into play, e.g., the degree of intuitiveness in the 
"subjects"; and/or the depth of the relationship(s) of the subjects with one another; and other elements.]
